Mr. Mills was followed by Mr. McKinley, of: 
Dhio, known as the Napoleon of the house, in 
a speech of half am hour. in length, most bit- 
terly opposing the dill. THe was followed. by 
General Weaver, of Iowa, the greenback . 
champion, who, also, ig opposed to him, and 
heaped much abuse upon .the administration. 

The next who followed was Reed, the great 
republican leader, who consumed his time in 
talking of the tariff and the president’s mes- 
gage and alluded with sarcastic criticism of 
the ways and means committee, for the time 
consumed in not giving to the honse the pro- 
posed tariff bill. There was hardly a. vacant 
seat in the house, every member almost being 
present and the galleries crowded to suffoca- 
tion. It was a taste of what is to follow when 
the tariff bill comes up for discussien. 

The great epoch of the day was by. Mr. | 
Breckenridge, of Kentugky, who championed 
the cause of the president and appealed to the 
country for tariff reform. His old time elo- 
quence served hin well. He took occasion to 
administer rebukes to “Mr. Randall, which 
brought forth applause from the 
tariff reform sections of the house. 
His specch was an hour in length, and after 
he had concluded, the silver-haired and silvery 


- tongued Kentuckian was given an ovation. 


Books were thrown in the air, cheers and yells 
followed hiln as he receded to the cloak room. 
It was known that Randall would follow 
him. Here came the question of the honr. 
The Pennsylvanian was to give utterance on 
the tariff. Democrats and republicans alike 
were all anxiety, as towhere he would be 
found, and what was his position. Silence 
reigned supreme, 2nd once more Sam Randall 
was the most important man in the body. He 
arose with all the dignity of aking, and full 
five thousand eyes were riveted upon the pro- 
tectionist. He spoke briefly upon the pending 
bill, and quickly switched upon the 
tariff. Every word and sentence was 
understood. He knew, he said, there was io 
conspiracy against protection, ‘The protected 
industries were not in danger. Mr. Randall 
captured the democratic side of the house 
when he said that if a just and equitable tariff 
bill was reportedjhe would guarantee a united 
cemocratic party, and that both wings would 
flap together. Mr. Randall is to be his own 
judge as to whatisa just and equitable bill. 
‘here is a division of opinions as to what Mr, 
Randall willdo. Some think he is willing to 
compromise; while others believe he will in- 
sist upon his origina] proposition.

ATTACKING THE PRESIDENT, 


Because He Did Not Get Rid of the Treasury 
Surplus. 


WASHINGTON, February 29.—In the house, 
Mr.Kelley, of Pennsylvania, rising to a question 
of personal privilege, sent to the clerk’s desk 
and had read a dispatch from Washington toa 
Boston paper, in which he is given as authority 
for the statement that it eon be the policy 
of the republicans of the house to obstruct the 

assage of any tariff measure before the meet- 
ng of the national convention at St. Louis. 
He owed it, he said, to his republican col- 
leagues, as well as to himself, to say that he 
had not indicated such a policy for them or for 
himself. He had mado no statement from 
which a fair-minded and honorable man could 
deduce such conclusions. When the republi- 
cans should be called upon to consider the 
draft or project of the tariff bill, which they 
heard was being prepared, it would be time for 
them to determine their policy, _ 

Mr. Holman, of Indiana, from the commit- 
tee on public lands, reported a bill to secure to 
actual settlers the public lands adapted to ag- 
riculture, and to hse ne forests on the public 
domain. Ordered printed and recommitted. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, in the chair, 
for consideration of the bill authorizing the 
secretary of the treasury to purchase bonds 
With the surplus revenue, 

Mr. Mills, of Tex 1s, stated that the secretary 
of the treasury had been authorized by the 
jaw of the 3d of March, 1887, to purchase or 
redeem bonds with the surplus moncy in the 
treasury, but this authority had never been 
exercised. The fact that authority had been 
given in the appropriation bill seemod to raise 
a doubt whether it extended beyond the period 
covered by that bill. The secretary of the 
treasury had prior to last June bonds subject 
to call sufficient to employ the surplus mone 
and after that time he could purchase bonds 
for the sinking fund. As it was a 
doubtful question whether the secretary could 
use large suins of thé treasury in the purchase 
or redemption of bonds that officer preferred 
to remit the question to the law-makin 
power. Ifcongress intended that he should 
use the surplus in purchase or 
should invest him with 
to do so. 

Then followed a long and interesting polit- 
ical debato, in which repub!icau members 
assailed the financial policy of the president, 
Whom alone they held responsible, 
in not using the surplus in 
the purchase of bonds after the 8 per 
cents had been redeemed. They held that 
full power had existed undor the appropriation 
bill of&March 3, 1881, and to pass the pending 
resolution would add nothing to this power. 
The chief Pag speakers were Messrs. 
McKinley, Reed, Kelley and Weaver. 

Mr, Breckenridge, of Kentdeky, was the 
foremostchampion of the administration. He 
asserted that whatever responsibility there 
was for tho necessity for the. pending resolu- 
tion, it lay as much with congress as with the 
executive branch of tho government, and in a 
large measure with the republican members of 
the forty-ninth congress, who had voted not to 
consider the tariff bill during the last session.

After the 
payment of three per cont bonds money still 
accumulated. There was widespread alarm 
among the business interests of tho country. 
The secretary of the treasury found that 
needed circulation was being withdrawn and 
locked tp in the treasury and that there was 
danger of a panic, and in this emergency two 
remedies had been proposed—one was the pur- 
chase of the bonds at a large premium and the 
other to deposit the accumulated money in 
national banks.. The secretary had decided on 
the latter course, and whether the decjsion 
was a wise or unwisé one, it 
had this effect and money was withdrawn 
from all localities, scattered in every part of 
the country and a-certain part of it deposited 
in the localities from which it had been with- 
drawn. It returned into the channels of trade ; 
it restored to those’ localities the circulation 
necessary for their business, and it prevented 
@ commercial disaster, and it might not 
have been the policy the gentleman from 
Maine would have adopted, he thanked God 
that it was a democratic secretary of the treas- 
ury instead of the gentleman from Maine 
who had the opportunity to decide 
that question, and he hoped _ that 
for the next five years it would be 
a democratic secretary of the treasury who 
would decide such questions. It was a decis- 
ion made under circumstances of public anxie- 
ty ata time when there was a panic impend- 
ing, and it was so decided that business re- 
sumed her ordinary equanamity ; that finances 
were freed from disturbances; that fortunes 
were dissipated; that labor founda ready re- 
turn for her daily work and that the affairs 
of the Ainerican people went on without dis- 
turbance or disarrangement. And it was 
something, therefore, that could be said of the 
democratic administration, that the American 
ow aa in the midst of financial peril 
mad found it to be a safe and 
wise administration, asthe gentleman from 
Maine had said a spectacle had been presented 
tothe 50th congress on its assembling. 
Gentlemen on the republican side. in the 
49th congress had predicted that there would 
be no surplus, and had tabulated figures to 
show that when the first of July, 1887, opened 
the new fiscal -year, there would be no surptus. 
Under the lead of such prophets and calcula- 
tions the republican party had, with entire 
unanimity, leave five gentlemen from Minne- 
sota) refused to _— any act that wonld reduce 
the revenues. But the surplus had come 
in like the inexorable tide. There wags 
a policy of. prudence which would 
ordinarily be called wisdom in the chief exec- 
tive and the president had but to adopt some 
new phases of general political economy and 
he would have been considered a prudent po- 
litical leader. But putting the presidency and 
all the temptations at the risk of an honest 
utterance of his judgment and of his belief, 


delivered a message Which had by its very 
uniqueness been taken out of the mere dull 
sequence of official documents and caused dis- 
cussion from one end of America to the other, 
which neither the wit of the gentleman from 
Maine, nor the eloquence of the gentleman 
from Ohio, would cause to cease until this pro- 
tective iniquity had been reformed. {Applause 
from the democratic side | 

Mr. Breckenridge was supported by Messrs. 
Randall and Hooker, 

Mr. Randall said that the best characteristic 
to bring into action was common sense. He 
didn’t believe that this legislation was essntial 
nor absolutely necessary, but it did no harm to 
duplicate the existing law. The house was 
confronted with administrative views that 
there was a doubt as to its full authority. He 
was ready toreaftirm the law without hesita- 
tion. The policy pursued by the administration 
had been to purchase bonds at a premium for 
the sinking fund. Further, it adopted the 
policy of increasing the number of public 
depositories and augmenting the amount of 
deposits. He did not-consider that that policy 
was wise, The government should recognized 
its bonds in its statutes as a worth par—noth- 
ing more or less. The government should 
cease to increase deposits in banks, and adopt 
a more business like policy proposed by the 
bill. Itshould gointo the market and pur- 
chase bonds, subject only to the economic] cal- 
culation that it was more profitable 
to buy them than to pay interest for a series of 
years. Therefore, he favored the bill. Now, 
something had been said about a conspiracy 
against the protective system of the United 
States. He did not believe that such a con- 
spiracy ever existed. Poppins on the demo- 
cratic side.] Or that if it should exist, it had 
the slightest chance of success. Said Mr. 
Randall: 

“T beg to say to those who have an affrighted 
fancy that, so faras American industries are 
concerned, they are not today in any danger.’’ 

In conclusion, he said that he did not wish 
to traverse the remarks of his friend from 
Kentucky (Mr. Breckenridge) when 
he spoke of the past except to say that he had 
one regret. He was more reconciled in that 
connection when he heard from the gentleman 
from Kentucky, prompted by a more liberal 
spirit than had ever heretofore existed, that 
there was hope (and he declared that there 
would be fruition to that hope if justice 
was had) of a united party on the democratic 
side. [Loud and long applause by the demo- 


crats. 

At this point tho hour for the special order 
drew near. but Mr. Mills succeeded in extend- 
ing for half am hour the time remaining for 
the consideration of his bill, and Mr. Hooker, 
of Mississippi, took the floor in favor of it. 

The debate continued until the hour for the 
special order arrived and was then continued 
half an hour. 

At its conciusion Mr. McCreary,of Kentucky, 
offered the following amendment, which was 
accepted by Mr. Mills: 

Provided that the bonds so agerpere mg redeemed 
shall constitute no part of the sinking fund, but 
shall be cancelled by thesecretary ot the treasury.” 

Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, then offered an 
amendment applying to all laws imposin 
taxes upon snufl, cigars or otherjmanufacta 
tobacco, and upon dealers and peddiers of thf 
same. 

Mr. Bayne’s amendment was ruled out on a 
point ol order raised by Mr. Mills.

TRAIN LOADS GOING TO ~ CHICAGO 


Strikers—Interviews Wita Knights of 
. aber on the Situation. 


To Take the Places of the Brotherhood 


Pirrsetra, February 29.—Five carloads of 


engineers and firemen passed through thecity 


this morning en route to Chicago. There was 
two hundred in the party, and they were 
nearly all Knights of Labor and mostly former 
employes of the Reading road. They were a 
fine-looking body of men. In an interview 
one of them said : 


there being three hundted Knights of Labor 
engineers out on the Reading is correct. The 
balance are to follow us. Brotherhood en- 
gineers are filling every place. You see’ this 
party? How can you blame ns for going: to 
work on the Burlington system? We aré not 
going as Knights of Labor, but as individuals, 
Every man in the party is an experienced én- 
gineer, and each of us has with him his.fire- 
nian, so that the question cannot be raised as 


to whether we are competent to take the places. 


of the strikers. We are compelled to make 
this move. Wecould get work at no place 
else. It is a question of home and family with 
us. On the Reading road the brotherhood 
jumped in and assisted the company to defeat 
us, and we now go to Chicago to take the 
places of their own men. There are three 
thousand six hundred men who were in Read- 
ing, who may all gosto Chicago.”’ 

William H. Bailey, of the executive board of 
the Knights of Labor, was a passenger on the 
same train that brought the engineers to the 
city this morning. He did not sanction their 
move, but thought they had been treated very 
badly by the brotherhood. He stated that he 
was not with the party, but that it was purely 
accidental that he was on the same train that 
brought them to Pittsburg. last 
night.. However, while on the train 
he mingled among the men and obtained 
from them their exact position, as they talked 
freely to him, whom they recognized asa rep- 
resentative of the Knights of Labor. Mr. 
Bailey intimates that while the order did not 
sanction members taking the place of the 
strikers, that the proper course for the brother- 
hood to pursue was for Chief Arthur to call his 
engineers off the Reading and Brooklyn ele- 
vated roads, and then the Knight of Labor and 
brotherhood. could each handle their own 
strike. 

“T am very sorry,’’ said he, ‘‘to be compelled 
to say that the men are going to Chicago to 
take the places of the strikers on the Burling- 
ton system, but I do not know whether they 
will claim allegiance. Itisa desperate move 
on their part, and one that is to be deplored by 
all having the interests of organized labor at 
licart. Yet, it seems to be only a desire for re- 
taliation on their part for the wrongs that have 
been committed upon their interests,”’ 

ARRIVAL OF READING MEN. 

Curcaco, February 29.—Dispatches from 
Emporia and Topeka, printed here this morn- 
ing, assert that dissatisfaction exists amon 
the engineers on the Atchison, Topeka an« 
Santa Fee system, who it is stated claim that 
the company has not lived up to its agreement. 
When these dispatches were shown to officials 
of the brotherhood in this city, they declared 
it was the first they had heard of it, and they 
did not believe the threat was true. Had the 
nees t would «have 
heard of it, at least as soon as the newspapers. 
No complaints whatever, have been made by 
the lodges or the Atchison systein. 

U. 8S. Marshal Maist has no official notifica- 
tion calling upon him to take any measures 
whatever in relation to the strike on the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy road. So far 
there has been no interruption beyond the 
trivial and indirect delay to the transmission 
of United States mails and no obstraction in 
this direction is apprehended. Thirty-two en- 
gineers, in charge ofa Burlingten agent, ar- 
rived on the Pennsylyania road jast night. 
The agent would not say where they came 
frdin, but from remarks dropped by some of 
them itis understood that they are part ofa 
consignment from the Reading road. 

CurcaGco, February 29.—The entire suburban 
service of the Burlington road was in opera- 
tion this morning. ll trains coming out and 
going from the union depot were practically 
ona:chedule time. The fast mail went out in 
good shape at 3 o’clock this morning. 

Taking the number of trains moved during 
the day as acriterion, the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy railroad may be said to have 
made considerable headway during the past 
twenty-four hours, in furuishing accommoda- 
tions for their enormous passenger traflic and 
to huve gainod a point on the brotherhood, 
and so flattering do officials of the road con- 
sider their prospects that they predict a re- 
sumption of theirentire railroad service within 
the next two days. A supply of new men 
comes from out of towns and every train over 
thé Pennsylvania road bring a number from 
the Reading region. 

THE STRIKE PROBABLY ENDED. 

Cuicaco, February 29.—Within twenty-four 
hours, probably the great strike on the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad will be 
ended. C. E. Perkins, p ident of the road, 
tonight personally met P. M. Arthur, chief of 
the engineers Brotherhood, and reached a 

artial understanding. When they separated, 
t was with an  =~agreement' that 
they should come together again 
tomorrow, and in a friendly spirit re- 
sume consideration of the difficulty between 
the committee and its men, and bring, if pos- 
sible, matters to a quick and mutually satisfac- 
tory conclusion. The conference was held in 
a parlor at the Grand Pacific hotel, not far 
from the strikers’ headquarters. Details of 
the meeting were not made public, but 
the impression was ,sought to 
created that the strike was ae the result 
of a misunderstanding on both sides. The only 
rsons present at the meeting besides Messrs. 
erkins and Arthur were Chief Sargeant, of 
the firemen, Mr. Perkins’s private secretary 
and a prominent Knight of bor. It is un- 
derstood that the latter person whose name is 
withheld was to a large degree instrumental 
in bringing the meeting about. 

Whether the strike is settled tomorrow or 
not, the affair 1s rapidly approaching 4 crisis. 
At the nnion depot tonight 175 skilled " ~ 
eers atrived from the east over the Fort 
Wayne road under contract with the Burling- 
ton road. ‘They are Knights of Labor from 
Reading.

Work on this new line is progressing rapidly.

The town here is rapidly building up. There 
are visitors here nearly every day.

AN INTERESTING LIBEL 


Over Which a Jury is Conning 
its Braine 


The Seizure of a Gentleman's Trunk at theo 
Depot Some Time Ago Leads to a 
Seneational Scene. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., February 29.—[Special.|— 
Perry M. DeLeon “was tried in the city court 
today for libel. Charles N. West, an attorney 
of Savannah, was the prosecutor. Solicitor- 
General Fleming DuBignon represented the 
state, and Charlton and McKall appeared for 
the defendant. Several members of the bar 
dropped in soon after the case was called, and 
watched the proceedings with interest. 
Mr, West is a well known member of the Sa- 
vannah barjand his brother: attorneys have 
taken more than an ordinary interest in the 
case. Mr. Deleon is; well known here. 
Several years ago hé was employed in the 
chemical department of the Central railroad. 
Later he went into-the cotton brokerage busi- 
ness, and still later was engaged in the fertil- 
izer business, His present legal prosecution 
grew out of a card Whieh he wrote, had printed 
and circulated throngh the mail. The card 
refiected on Mr... West’s character. Ia his 
statement the defendant said: 

Agerieved at the seizure of my age, I have 
been a citizen of Savannah sincee1866, . Since 1568 I 
have known Mr. West. IJ wasa member of a club 
with him, and our social relations were pleasaut for 
years. He knows my standing as a gentleman. I 
1ave had two signal suecessesin life and two re- 
verses, In 188] I failed for $90,000. through. over- 
confidence in some Baltimore parties. I then owed 
Mr. West's clients $1,000. They began to persecute 
me, and I was put to an expense of $300 over their 
claim for $1,000. Mr. West knew the sortof men his 
clients were. One day he remarked to Mr. McKrtl 
that they were d—d rascals. Last June I was about 
to leave the city, when Iwas handed a legal paper 
by a United States deputy marshal, notify.ng me 
that my trunk would be detained. The seizure was 
public and very mortifying. Some friends stepped 
up and volunteered their assistance. I went tosee 
Mr. McKal, and he said that he would call on Mr. 
West. A‘ter I! left him I tried to getbond. When I 
went back to McKall's office he said that Mr. West 
declined to release my trunk, and that I would have 
tosubmit to their search. I had to leave the city 
immediately after the search. When I returned in 
July I wrote to Mr. West one or two letters, which I 
senthim, He would not receive them. When I 
found that Mr. West declined to give me personal 
ratisfaction, I considered that I was justified in de- 
nouncing him as a liar and a coward, 

The defense rested here, and Mr. West was 
put on the stand. He stated that he has been 

racticing in Savannah for the past five years. 

afore he practiced in Baltimore six years, 
and prior to that in Savannah for eight years. 
The clients for whom Mr. West was acting in 
the DeLeon matter, were Heller, Hirsch 
Co. Continving, Mr. West stated that his 
conversation with Mr. McKall was. confiden- 
tial,Sand he had, no doubt, made the 
remark attributed to him. There was some 
correspondence between the counsel and Hel- 
ler, Hirsch & Co. in regard to Mr. DeLeon’s 
leaving the state. Mr. West received a tele- 
gram instracting him to search the baggage of 
the defendant, and the seizure and search fol- 
lowed. The instructions were such as a cred- 
itor has the perfect right to give. Mr. West 
was satisfied that his clients believed that Mr. 
DeLeon had other property in his trunk than 
his shirts, socks and collars. 

Mr. McKall wanted the witness to make a 
personal examination of the trunks. That 
Mr. West would not do. He was not a police 
ofticer. He said it was the marshal’s business 
to satisfy himselfasto the contents. Subse- 
quently the marshal informed the witness that 
the trunks contained nothing but wearing ap- 
parel. Many gentlemen testified to Mr. 
West’s high character. 

Mr. William Hunter considered Mr. West a 
gentleman, and he is not a disgrace to his pro- 
fession 

C. H. Cunningham, for over three 
yearsalaw partner of Mr. West, has never 
seen anything in his life to indicate that he 
is a liar, or hypocrite, or a disgrace to his pro- 
fession. And he does not consider him such. 


The case was given to the jury tonight. 
After deliberating an hour and a half the 
jury returned a verdict of acquittal. 


A CRACKSMAN CAUGHT. 


He Burglarizes a Store at Austell, and Con- 
fesses His Crime. 


AvusTELL, Ga., February 29.—[Special.j}— 
The store of Perkerson, Moore & Co; was vis- 
ited last night by a professional burglar, but 
with less success than the burglary of near a 
year since, for then the burglars got off with 
all they wished, both inoney and goods. This 
time the burglar is caught, and now languishes 
in Cobb county jail. 

About 12 o’clock, Fed Coosey, colored, who 
lives next door to the store, heard a noise in- 
side, and after listening for a few moments, 
became satisfied tliat the safe was being bro- 
ken open, and ran at once to the residence of 
Dr. Westmoreland, and told what he knew. 
The doctor got up, and with his double barrell 
CONSTITUTION gun, arrived at the store just as 
the burglar started to make his exit through 
the door, which he had bored through and suc- 
cessfully entered two hours before, but found 
the said gun full in his face, and a voice or- 
dering him to surrender, which he did, al- 
though carrying in his hand an improved 
Smith and Wesson 38-calibre pistol.

The Coming Covference in Nashville, Tenn. 
—Topics for Discussion. 

A conference of the representative educators 
of southern Methodism will be held in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., the first week in May, at which 
time and place the college of bishops, the 
book committee and the mission board have 
their annual sessions. The suggestion made 
by Professor Tillett, of the Vanderbilt uni- 
versity, in the Christian Advocate, concerning 
the advisability of holding such a convention, 
has taken definite shape. In a series of arti- 
cles in the same ning pl he has published letters 
expressing approval and readiness to unite and 
co-operate in such a conference from eight of 
the bishops and from presidents and professors 
represcnting the following universities, col- 
leges and preparatory schools, viz.: Randolph, 
Macon and Emory and Henry, in Virginia; 
Trinity, SNorth Carolina; Wofford, South 
Carolina; Emory, Geergia;. Southern uni- 
versity, Alabama ; Centennary, Lou- 
Southwestern university; Ten- 
nessee; Vanderbilt university, ixentucky; 
Wesleyan; Central, Missouri; Hiwassee, Ten- 
nessee: Pacific Methodistf California; Central 
Collegiate Institute, Arkansas; Belleville. 
Missouri; Wofford Fitting School, South Car- 


oline; Grenada, Mississippi; Greenville, Ken- | 


tucky; the Webb School, Culleoka Academy 
and Brownsville District High School. Ten- 
nessee, 2nd many other institutions. They all 
agree that the time is ripe for such a gafhering 
and express the opinfon that it will result in 
much good to the church and the institutions 
of learning under its control.

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A Question To Be Settled Now. 

A great many of our esteemed contempo- 

faries are trying every day to convince the 
country that Mr. Cleveland’s message on the 
tariff will be the platform of the party, but 
they refuse to discuss the probable outcome 
of a campaign based on such a platform. It 
is true that Mr. Cleveland’s message is not 
‘an out-and-out free-trade document, but, 
like Mercutio’s wound, itis enough. It is 
in the direction of free-trade, and if it is to 
be the platform the party will have to fight 
it out on that line. We say nothing here of 
the democratic sentiment of North Carolina 
and Virginia which demands the prompt 
and total repeal of the internal revenve sys- 
tem, although it Is a very important feature 
of the situation; but we would like very 
much to hear something on the subject of 
carrying New York, Connecticut and New 
Jersey. 
What about the protection sentiment in 
these states? The workingmen of New 
York city are protectionists—the farmers of 
New York state are protectionists. Will 
the farmers and the workingmen vote for 
the democratic candidate on such an issue 
as the message raises? In Connecticut and 
New Jersey millions and millions of dollars 
are invested in protected industries, and 
these industries give employment and good 
wages to thousands upon thousands of 
workingmen who are enabled to put money 
in the savings banks. Naturally, these 
workingmen are democrats, but will they 
yote with the democratic party on a free- 
trade issue? 

It is well to look these facts in the face; 
itis well to inquire whether the business 
interests of this country and the working- 
men are going to vote in favor of a policy 
that strikes a tremenduous blow at their 
pockets.

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‘‘Trusis” and Their Future. 

A member of the New York bar, Mr. 
William W. Cook, has writtenan able 
treatise on thé subject of “‘trusts,’’ the 
name bestowed wpon certain recent combi- 
bations in trade. 

Just at this time a brief summary of the 
work will doubtless be of interest to a very 
large number of our readers. 

It has long been known that ‘‘where com- 
bination is possible, competition is impossi- 
ble.’’ Our railway ownersand great manu- 
facturers recognized the power of this eco- 
nomic principle a long time ago. They saw 
that con:petition led to war of prices, and 
they came to the conclusion that their most 
profitable course would be to combine, limit 
production and control prices. 

What isa ‘trust?’ Mr. Cook says that 
it is a combination of many competing con- 
cerns under One Management, which there- 
by reduces the cost, regulates the amount 
of production, and increases the price for 
which the article is sold. It is either a 
monopoly, or an endeavor to establish a 
monopoly. Its purpose is to make larger 
profits by decreasing cost, limiting produc- 
tion, and increasing the price to the con- 
sumer. This it accomplished by presenting 
to competitors the alternative of joining the 
“trusi’’ or being crushed out. Its organi- 
zation is intricate, secret and subtle. It is 
A masterpiece of modern ingenuity and fer- 


Lility of resource. Itis a product of the high. | 


est order of business talent and executive 
ability. It is at oncea monumentto Amer- 
ican genius and a symbol of American ra- 
pacity. 

With this general definition to guide 

him, the average reader cannot fail to recog- 
nize a *‘trusts’’ as soon as he runs against 
it, or finds one running over him. 

Now, is a ‘‘irust’? legal? Upon this 
point there is some uncertainty. Some 
**trusts’’ are legal and others are not. They 
are ali legal in certain states and illegal in 
others. According to the old principles of 
law, combinations to restrict production or 
to prevent competition, orto regulate prices 
are illegal and void. A combination for 
any one of these purposes is condemmed by 
the law. . These fixed principles will not be 
swept away by new statutes and confiict- 
ing decisions. Sooner or iater they will be 
brought inte play, and there will be trouble 


~ forthe “trusts.’’ 


It goes without saying that these combi- 
nations are unpopular. Our people have 
become alarmed at their growth. Since the 
astounding strides of the Standard Oi) Trust 
and the American Oj] Trust, the “trust” 
monopolies have drawn within their grasp 
sugar, oat meal, starch, corn meal, straw 


paper, pearled barley, coal, straw board, 


castor oi}, linseed oil, lard, schoo] slates, oil 
‘cloth, ‘salt, cattle, gas, street railways, 
whisky, rubber, steel, steel rails, wrought 
iron beams, wrought iron pipes, iron buts, 
stoves, lead, copper, envelopes, paper bags, 
paving pitch, cordage, coke, reaping and 
binding and mowing machines, threshing 
machines, plows, glass and water works. 
The peopie are risin® in their wrath and 


_ denouncing the ‘‘trust’”’ asa monopoly, and

tothe impoverishment of divers artisans, 
artificers and others.”’ 

The “trust’’ is a cruel monopoly, and its 
burdens press hardest upon those who are 
the least able to bear them, upon those 
who work for their daily bread. 

What will be the future of this monopo- 
ly? It is easy to answer the question. In 

he past the people of our race have never 

stood any kind of oppression. When goad- 
ed beyond endurance they have always 
risen and put an end to it. No monopoly 
will ever be able to prevail againt the in- 
stinets, self-reliance and fertife intellect of 
a people who for hundreds of years have 
refused to compromise with the system. 
The real struggle has yet to come, and the 
modern trust, when the final battle is 
fought, will crumble to pieces when the 
heavy hand of the people smites it. To pre- 
dict any other result would be tosay that 
we are a race of slaves. 


Now that Mr. Blaine is definitely out of 
the race, it will be interesting to watch the 
maneuvers of the mugwumps. We advise 
them to join the democratic party without 
more ado.

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Facts About Our Country. 

So many pessimistic predictions have 
been made concerning the future of this 
country that it is refreshing to take a look 
at the bright side. A recent writer says: 

The United States has a population of at lcast 
62,000,000 at this moment. This makes it second in 
this particular among the great civilized nations 
of the world. Keeping in view the ratio of growth 
of tle countries named between recent Census perl- 
ods, there are today about 88,000,000 inhabitants in 
European Russia, 47,000,000 in Germany, 40,C00,000 
in Austro-Hungary, 38,000,000 in France, 37,000,000 
in Great Britain and Ireland, 30,000,000 in Italy and 
17,090,000 in Sra'n. The population of none of the 
the uvther countries in Europe reaches 10,000,000— 
Turkey's inhabitants outside of Asia aggregating 
scarcely half that figure. Russia alone of the great 
powers of Christendom exceeds the United States in 
population. Even Russia must soon be left far in 
the rear. On July 1, 1890, when the next national 
enumeration takes place, 
have 67,000,000 inhabitants. It will have 96,000,0°0 
in the year 1900, and 124,000,000 in 1910. Th's com 
putation is based on the average growth of the 
eountry during the century. Employing a like 
basis for Russia, thai nation before 1910 will have 
dropped to second place, the United States taking 
the first. 

But there is muck moreto be said. Dr. 
Barrows, in his work, ‘‘The United States 
of Yesterday and of Tomorrow,” calls at- 
tention to the fact that Texas is five times 
as large as England, thirty-four times larger 
than Massachusetts. ‘Thecntire living pop- 
ulation of the globe, 1,400,000,000 people, 
divided into families of five persons each, 
could be located in Texas, each family with 
ahouse lot of half an acre, and there 
would still remain 70,000,000 family lots. 
Dr. Barrows also says that Oregon, Wash- 
ington territory and Idaho are twice the size 
of England, Ireland and Scotland, leaving 
a remnant nearly as large as Connecticut. 
Our territory acquired by the war with Mex- 
ico is 104 times as large as the state of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

But if some of our states and territories 
are immense, what shall be said of the 
estates of some of our private citizens? The 
Lake Voorhees cattle range, in Wyoming, 
contains 1,000,000 acres, 40,000 being cn- 
closed by a single wire fence. Mrs. Rogers, 
a Texas caitic queen, herds 40,000 cattle on 
200,000 acres. Goodright, of Texas, has an 
estate seven-cights as large as Rhode Island, 
with 100,000 cattle. Richard King has 
800,000 acres. Mr. Noone owns atract in 
California twenty-four mules bv sixteen, 
and another ranch is larger than the state 
of Connecticut. 

In such a country how can there be any 
overarowding or any pauperism? Our peo- 
ple have only to make the right use of their 
opportunities to become the happiest, most 
prosperous and powerful nation on the 
globe. There is land enough for all, and it 
is difficult for us to look forward to the time 
when the intelligent, sober and industrioiis 
poor man will not be able to own a home. 
This, after all, is the basis of enduring 
happiness, prosperity and social order. A 
republic of homes is bound to have a bright 
future before it.

All the great staples 
of food are imported at prices with which it 
is impossible for the British farmer tu com- 
pete. And there is no hope that the condi- 
tion of the farmers and farm laborers of that 
country will be bettered. He can see noth- 
ing but loss and ruin staring him in the face 
lis crops cost him more than they are 
worth, and this state of things, with in- 
creased facilities of transportation and low- 
er rates Of freigt, will continue to grow 
worse.

‘Ing to some of our democratic doctrinaries, 


the British farmer ought to be thankful, 

He has free-trade. He may be starving; he 

may be in sight of the poor house; he may 

be growing more degraded year by year on 

account of his poverty; but he still has free-- 
trade.

Opening of the Tornadv Season, 
From the New York Herald. 

The terrible Mount Vernon tornado of the 
19th was followed by a similar though less disastrous 
storm in Indiana, Itis probable that the tornado 
season will soon open fully. The hurricanes of the 
tropica! ocean have become almost as historic as 
the world’s decisive battles. The ever memorable 
British tempest of November, 1703, chronicled by 
De Foe, swept the Eddystone lighthouse beneath 
the seas and prostrated many large mansions. But 
such tempests scarely ever approach the fury of 
tornadoes in the Mississippi valley. The wind ve- 
locity iu the most tropical cyclones and typhoons 
bas never been known to exceed one hundred and 
thirty-five miles an hour, while in the true western 
tornado the windin the central whirl, defying all 
attempts to gauge its speed by any anemometer 
man ean construct, is computed to reach the enorm- 
ous velocity of three hundred miles an hour. 

One lesson emphasized by the Mount Vernon 
caiastrophe, therefore, is thatin the presence of a 
tornado there can be no security for life in any 
Structure above ground, A meteorlogical study of 
such storms shows that when the temperature and 
sumidity increase abnormally residents in regions 
liable to tornadoes should always be on the lookout 
for the fatal stroke, even though the baormeter 
gives no decided wariing,

severa! petitions and remonstrances were pre- 
sented against any revision of the present 
tariff or any legislation tending to cripple the 
industries of the country. They came from 
bodies representing the iron and steel, the hat- 
making, and wool and wool manufacturing in- 
dustries, and were referred to the committee 
on finance. 

Mr. Sherman, from the committee on foreigu 
relations, reported a bill to amend the acts re- 
lating to Chinese immigration, and said he 
would as soon as practicable ask the senate to 
take action on it. Placed on the calendar. 

The bill to provide for the compulsory edu- 
cation of Indian children was taken from the 
calendar. Mr. Vest’s bill of last session, hav- 
ing a similar object, was  substitated 
for it and it was passed, after baving 
been amended, on motion of Mr. Call, 
so as to include the Indians of Florida 
within its provisions. The bill makes it the 
duty of the secretary of the interior to estab- 
lish, under such rules and regulations as he 
may think proper, an industrial boarding 
school on every Indian reservation upon which 
there may be located any -Indian tribe to the 
number of five hundred or more adult Indians. 
The secretary isto cause an enumeration. of 
children of such Indians between the ages of 
eight and eighteen years, to be made at least 
once in every two years, and tocause such 
children to be placed in such schools so_ estab- 
lished, and there kept for a period not exceed- 
ing five years. ‘The children so placed in such 
schools are to be taught, in addition to read- 
ing, writing, arit®metic and geography, useful 
labor. Males are to be instructed in agricul- 
tural pursuits, the care and management of 
stock, poultry and general farm work, and are 
also to be taught some useful mechanical 
trades, and the girls are to be instructed in 
household work, sewing, the care of poultry, 
and other employment suitable to their sex. 
The secretary of the interior may, when the 
parents or natural guardians of such children 
refuse or neglect to send them to schools eés- 
tablished or controlled by the interior depart- 

ent and to keep them there, in accordance 
With the rules and regulations made by the 
secretary, withhold rations and annuities from 
the parents or natural guardians of such child- 
ren or from thetribe until there shall be a 

roper compliance with the rules prescribed 
{ the interior department, Nothing in the 
bill contained is to prevent the education of 
Indian children in schools outside the reser va- 
tions with the consent of their parents or guar- 
dians and no provisions of the act are to apply 
tothe five civilized tribes, nor to the Osage 
Indians or Indian territory. The provisions 
of the bill are extended to the Seminole and 
Creek Indians of Florida. 

The dependent pension bill was then taken 
up. 
Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, moved an amendment 
to insert the words ‘“‘from infirmities of age,’’ 
so as to pension all ex-soldiers suffering ‘‘from 
infirmities of age,’’ or from mental or physical 
disability. 

In the debate which took place on the 
amendment, Mr. Plumb delivered an eloquent 
eulogy on the army, refering particularly to 
the fact that when the war closed, the army 
could have placed one of its leaders at the head 
of the government and could have dictated its 
own terms, but had asked nothing except to be 
permitted to disband and return to peaceful 
feelings. He did not believe that any patriotic 
man; any man who jooked with patriotic 
fervor on that portion of the country’s history, 
when two million men sprang toarms to main- 
tain the government, would ever be willing to 
oppose the enactment of any law whereby 
any of the men should be drawn from 
the brand of poverty and given 
at least a decent livelihood. The -bill, as it 
came from the committee, was perhaps a step 
rin the right direction. It was not what it 
ought to be, and he had sought to make it bet- 
ter. There was, too, ho said. no insinuation 
in the senate or clsewhere that union soldiers 

were to be beneficiaries under the bill in the 
sense of being supplicants or unworthy per- 
sons. He did not think that partisanship 
would go that far,and if itdid he believed 
thatthe American ~~ would refute it. 
Congress was not now dealing with slender 
resources, but was dealing with abundance. 
Less than the pending bill would not be just—-. 
more was not asked for. 

Mr. Vest said that he had not had the slight- 
est idea when he spoke to the Wilson amend- 
ment of producing sucha burst of patriotic, 
fervid eloquence, which the senhte had just 
listened to. They had heatd a good deal about 
almshouses and veteran soldiers. In the state 
of Missouri there were no federal soldiers in 
the alms houses and he was proud to say there 
were no confederate soldiers in the almshouses 
either. When General Lee surrendered at 
Appomatox there was but eight thousand out 
of a million left of thatsplendid army which 
had fought and which had been tattered and 
beaten back by overwhelming numbers. Out 
of the companies which had gone into that 
terrible struggle, from 125 to 180 men strong, 
only ten had gone back to their kindred and 
their homes. Thesouth today was covered 
with maimed and crippled soldiers, who had 
been shot and shelled,and sabre-struck, for their 
honest convictions, and they asked no pension, 
and would not take it, God be blessed. They 
were not in almshouses and none of them had 
ever been seen begging for bread. Whence, 
then, came the talk of federal soldiers in 
almshouses? They were not there. He was 
tired and sick of the insinuations of robbery 
and pretense and hypocrisy, in tho name of 
the true and gallant soldiersof the union. He 
had persona] friends among them, and (as he 
said before) he would give to every disabled or 
dependent soldier of the federal army and the 
widows and orphans of those who had lost 
their lives in the service the last acre of land 
and the last dollar. He would have done the 
same for the confederate soldiers, ‘if God had 
blessed our cause.”’ 

Why talk that congress had not done 
enough for the union soldiers, when the coun 
try had paid out since 1865, eight hundred and 
eighty-three million dollars for peusions—a 
liberality unparalleled in the history of the 
world. It has been said inthe senate today 
that the country owed the soldiers a debt of 
eternal gratitude becanse they had not with 
mailed hand, seized tho government. The 
rreat military and political organization, the 

rand Army of the Republic, bad thrown its 
lance into the debates of congress, aud had 
sent bills to their senators for the purpose of 
being enacted. When tho president of the 
United States had honestly and bravely dis- 
charged his executive duty and vetoed an en- 
actment which he _ considered . improper, 
he had _ been threatened by officers 
of that organization with insult if 
he dared make his presence known in the city 
where it held its annual meeting. There was 
a limit tohunmn endurance, He had voted 
for pension bills, coerced by his position be- 
cause he had been a confederate and because

The solution of the 
difficulty which presents itscif to my mind is, [that 
bere in the state of Georgia the people are ab‘e to 
devote their intellects, their energies and capabili- 
lies to the advancement of the progress of their 
state, because they live under asystem of govern- 
— that givesto every man encouragement in 
iis landable undertaking ;because the laws_are made 
by the pee leof the state, by men who have at 
heart the interest of the people and know their 
wants and necessities. The reason why you have re- 
nuperated in this marvelous way is, that you enjoy 
home rule. [App!ause.] You make four own laws, 
appoint your own government, and live exactly as 
you desiee to live. And that is exactly what we 
want todointIreland. {Applause.| In Ireland you 
will find everything the reverse of what we find it 
here. Instead of progress you wili find decay, an 
appearance of Lstlessness and languor, no energy, 
and little industry or enterprise. And what is the 
reason ofthis’? Itis due solely tothe nature of the 
laws under which the Irish people live. They live 
under a system of government in which, practieally, 
they have no band or voice whatever; under laws 
which they have no handin making, administered

I have been often asked what is the meaning of 
home rule in Leland? I tind that a great many peo- 
ple in this country do not know what it means. 
The best way ! can answer is to make plain the 
principles of the measure of home ruie which Mr. 
Gladstone introduced, and which was long ago re- 
jected in parliament by a narrow majority of tweniy- 
rine votcs, That hill gave to Ireland something 
less of local self-government than u enjoy in 
every state of the American union. It enabled xe 
to appoint our judges, to look after the internal

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THE NEW WORLD AND THE OLD. 


A Short Talk With Sir Thomas Esmonde— 
His Impressions and Views. 


“My visit to America has been a most de- 
lightful one,’’ said Sir Thomas in conversation 
with a representative of THE CONSTITUTION 
yesterday. ‘“‘My visit, you know, is essen- 
tially abusiness one, though I have managed 
tocombine a good deal of pleasure with the 
business. I have been through the north and 
west and a portion of the south, and have seen, 
besides, a portion of Canada. I went west to 
California by the way of Chicago and came 
baek by the way of St. Louis. have, in that 
way, seen many of the places of interest in 
your country.” 

‘There is one thing which American news- 
papers always ask visitors from the other side, 
and that is ‘what do you think of America?’ ”’ 

“What do I think of America? Why, lam 
simply amazed at much that I have seen. 
There is a wonderftl amount of ignorance in 
England, Ireland and Europe about this coun- 
try, and this ignorauce exists not only in the 
middie and lower classes, but you" find it 
among the most. cultured people in Europe. 
They think you have some few cities 
of civilized people, but they are 
surprised to know that the inhabitants of the 

reater part-of the country are not savages. 
Won't be able tosquelch them when I go 
back and tell of those wonderful cities which 
are situated in sections which are essentially 
deserts? But what has surprised me most of 
all has been the recuperation of the south 
since your civil war. was first struek with 


this fact when at Richmond, and this has been 


doubly impressed upon me since my arrival 
here in Atlanta.” 

“Have you paid any attention to the labor 
question since you came to this country? 

‘‘While I have not been able to devote any 
great amount of time to thestudy of that ques- 
tion—not nearly as much as I should like— but 
some things have been deeply impressed upon 
my mind. I wasstruck with the difference 


‘between the artisan of the New England states 


and the artisan of England. The American 
attisan is ‘aman of education and independ- 
ence, and almost every one owns his little 
home, in England it is different. This 
difference is my ia! due to the 
fact that the nglishmen drink 
too much and to the land laws. The crowded 
condition of the country is ely responsible 
for this state of affairs, as the dis outrage- 
visly high, and'thé result is outrageous rents. 
It would be difficult for poses of this cquutry 
to realize the crowded condition Of portions of 
London, for instance. . when I was in 
San Francisco I went through Chinatown, and, 
Iean septa & say that cere in ee 
séctions worse in'évery respect than those 0 
hi nah All the. cities in England are 
crowded almost as badly. This is one ‘reason 
why the English artizan and laborer is so 
mnch worse off than his.American brother. 

‘Oh, this country’is undoubtedly the finest 
in the world. It excels the countries of Europe 
in almost ev er I have been particu- 
larly struck with the difference in @n artistie 
sense. Your. buildings—business blocks and 
other buildings—your cities are, in many re- 
spects, the greatest in the world.” a

I donot refer to that horde of 
chariatans and imposters, who hang about the out- 
Skirts of the profession, traffickers in human blood, 
and speculators rag the ignorance ofthe credulous 
and the fears of the timid, nor to thosefinemb :rs of 
the profession whose professional studies cease with 
their graduation, nor to those whoseem to be bard- 
engd by their professional studies and pursuits, and 
have “lost all feeling of _their - 2 
ike the grave digger in Hamlet, who 
Sings as he _ digs and  jests as he 
throws outaskuil. These are not true represc m‘a- 
tives of the medical profession. As well might we 
select that class of members of the bar, satirized by 
Martial, as men who hire out their words and an- 
ger Gras et verba locant) as fair representatives of 
the noble profession of the law. I do not refer to 
them, but Sto that large class of earnest, javle, con- 
scientious, laborious, cultivated and studions cen- 
Ulemen, who consecrate their liyves,and theiftalents 
and theirenergies tothe duties of their profession. 

The occupation in which they are engeged asso- 
ciates them constantly with the better part of crea- 
tion, and subjects them constantly to the refining, 
ennobling and humanizing infuences of woman. 
Jt presents every day opportunities for charity, aud 
for the exercise of the best and noblest impulses of 
our nature, It cultivates constantly those 
principles, and feelings and 
gentleness, courtesy, sincerity and 
bravery, which constitute the trne genticman. It 
requires labors, which tax the strongest constitu- 
tion, reasonings and investigations, which require 
the strongest intellect and the broadest culture; in- 
dependence of thought and of action, which demand 
& robust manliness, apd the resultamong its worthy 
devotees is the development of a type of man and 
gentleman, higher than is often found in any other 
secular occupation. 

And this is true notwithstanding physicians, in 
the discharge of their duties, lack many of the in- 
centivyes which influence other men to great and 
noble deeds. Theirarena of action is circumscribed. 
The subjects upon which they act are usually of in- 
terest only to individuals. They move much along 
untrodden ways, far from the madding 
crowd and lay _ their parts upon a 
narrow stage, where there are few spectators to 
applaudthem. They have little more to inspire 
them, or to sharpen their nerve than asense of 
duty and a consciousness of right. In comparison, 
how complex and how powerfulare the motives 
which enter into and produce the actions which 
make heroes of other men. 

When the mist lifted irem! the valley of the Rap- 
pahamock at Frederricksburg on the morning of 
the 13th of December, 1862,a magnificent pano- 


| rama of battle burst upon the view of the waitin 


confederates. Stafford Heights were crowned with 
federal guns. Federal troops, in long lines of battle, 
splendidly equipped and supported by artillery, 
were advancing across the plain, whilst others, in 
dense tuasses, were crossing the rivyeron pontoons. 
Lee’s thin line of battle stretched for six 
miles along the opdosite hill of Spottsylvania, 
awaiting the onset of the mighty hosts of inyaders, 
and the general himself, with Jackson and Long- 
street, stood upon an emintnce commanding a view 
of the whole field. It was the grandest ficid of tour- 
ney ronnd which the lists -were everdrawn. The 
confederate soldier at Fredericksburg that day was 
impelled to do his duty by motives as strong as ever 
intiuenced human action. Love of country, love of 
home, conviction of right, devotion to principle, 
knowledgeof the great stakes and the great odds, 
hope and hate and fear and pride all nerved his 
arm; whilst the booming cannon, the flaunting 
banners, the shrieking shells, the glittering stee 
the sharp musketry, the shouts of the advancing 
foe, the defiant chcers of his comraces, the com- 
mands of his officers and the eyes of bis chief, and 
the All Hail! hereafter which waiis our heeoic 
dead, fired his heart with the lust of battle and 
with the determination to drive back the invader 
orto die. He drove the invader back, ani the 
heroic achivement will live forever in story and in 
song. But he did not exhibit any more neve than 
the bold physie‘an who first tied the carotid and 
external illiac arteries. He did not show more 
devotion to duty than -the assistant surgeon who 
manfully did his work in the field hospital at 
Fredericksburg thet day. He did not display any 
more courage than thousands of physicians, every 
day, who do their duty bravely, knowing that the 

will not be hailed as heroes and crowned with 
laurel. Butthey are heroes in the highest aud 
truest sense of the term. They enter our houses, 
are introduced into the penetratia of our homes 
and received as intimate friends around the hearth- 
stone, on which we offer sacrifices to the Laros and 
Penates of the household. They are subjected 
to this severe’ test of close versonal 
association, in our anxieties, our fears, and humilia- 
tions, and our sorrows, and after years of trial we 
learn torely upon their strength, toeir skill, their 
sympathy and theirsilence. The coming offucha 
physician into the home, is like the opening of a 
window to the east,and there are hundreds‘of house- 
holds throughout the land, in which heisas Luke 
among the aposties, the “‘beloved physician.’’

A FINE ADDRESS. | #3 


Spoken by Charles H. Litchman, 
of the Knights of Labor. 


He Makes Seme Strong Points Before a 
Good Crowd, and Elaborates the 
Principles of the Order. 


Mr. Charles H. Lachman, the grand secre-— 
tary of the organization of the Kightsof Labor 
ofthe United States, and throughout the 
world, delivered an address last night in the 
basement of the courtlrouse. The audience 
was fafr, and included a number of ladies. 

Mr. Lichman isa fine looking, heavy set 
man of about forty, and is a distinct, swift 


and impressive speaker. He held the close 
attention of his hanes. for about two hours.

paid the famous Irishman a high tribute, 
stating that he is deservedly distinguished as 
one of the finest orators and most intelligent 
legislators of the day. © 
_ _A synopsis of this fine address is presented. 
The Knights of Labor were organized about 
ten years ago. At first the meetings were nec- 
essarily secret in order to properly nurture the 
rinciples of the order. The order has stéad- 
ly grown until today it has representative or- 
ganizations, notonly in every state of the 
union, but all over the world. It has piseted 
assemblies in almost every nation of Europe, 
and is stili extending. It is founded on a prin- 
ther on a common plat- 
form al] tie nationalities and colors of the 


There are certain elements that enter into 
the prosperity of every nation. They are pro- 
duction, distribution and consumption. These 
three elements form the triangle—the basis of 
the principles of the order of the Knights of 
Labor. 

Labor is the great creator of values. It does 
not make wood, gold, iron, etc., because these 
are natural gifts. But labor digs up this gold 
and iron, and takes this wood, and by its magic 
wand transforms them into values. Labor 
creates. Labor is capital in suspense. The 
dollar in your pocket represents honest labor 
done by somebody. True, corporations 
create fictitious capital—but capital of 
itself creates no actual value. 
Illustration: Suppose I control one hundred 
men who wield the pick or shovel~and that I 
also hvye $100,000, in gold. dollars with eagles 
on them. Suppose I spread these gold eagles 
on the ground underneath which coal nestles. 
They may lie there until the eagles tly away, 
but they will bring forth no coal. But 
if I put the one hundred men to work 
there they will dig up this coal and put value 
to it. Labor must protect labor. Capital can 
take care of itself. Labor can take care of it- 
self only by a reasonable exertion of its _pow- 
ers. All wealth would be left undeveloped 
but for the sturdy blows of toil 
which unlocks the hidden _—‘treas- 
ures and releases natural resources from the 
earth. Labor includes three-fourths 
of the population of the giobe. It not only 
produces, but consumes, and labor demands 
that the production shall be proportioned to 
to the necessities of consumption. It is use- 
less to produce what is not consumed. This 
leads to over production. 

A man must either work, steal or beg. I 
have the confidence to say that the working- 
man prefers to work rather than steal or beg. 

If he shall elect to either to steal or beg, I 

refer to see him a thief rather than a pauper. 

[e will be neither if he gets an honest day’s 

ay for an honest day’s toil. If aman is paid 
but fifty cents a day for his labor, that is pre- 
cisely the measure of the kind of food he eats, 
the kind of clothes he wears and the kind of 
home he lives in. Increase that pay to one 
dollar a day and you double his power of con- 
sumption. Increase it to two dollarsa day, 
and you quadruple that power of consumption, 
making the manand his family more con- 
tented, and the country more ape ise I 
have sympathy forthe man who earns only 
fifty centsaday. Hewhe gets five dollarsa 
~~ for his labor don’t need sympathy. 

f the laborers of this country got 50-cents a 
day and their wages were raised 25 cents the 
whole social fabric of the country would be 
raised with the wages. That would mean a 
raise of $1,500,000,000 a year in this country. 
That would mean just that much added to the 

ower of consumption of labor. Whatever 
abor earns gives labor powerto consume. Our 
statesmen at Washington are struggling with 
the question how to circulate $100,000,500. See 
what a tremendous impetus would be given to 
the development of the land if only 25 cents a 
day should be added to the wages of the work- 
ingmen all over it. It would mean $1.500,- 
000,000 put in circulation. 

The criminal classes are increasing. We are 
building more jails and penitentiaries. Re- 
move the cause of this increase in crime. Give 
the working man an adequate living and he 
will not become a thief. 

The highest type of labor is that by which 
the brain controls the hands. A man should 
get enough by his labor to cover his necessi- 
ties. But there should be a minimum rate of 
wages made by statute. A working man 
should not only get enough from his toil to 
keep soul and body together, but he is also en- 
titled to the comforts of life. Labor is surely 
entitied to at least a just share of the capital 
which it creates. I don’t think $2 a day 
would be too much to pay labor. But the 
farmers would say we can’t pay it. The fault is 
not with the farmers. It is with 
their system of work. If their system were 
right they could make more by paying laborers 
$2 than they now make by paying them less. 
The best labor is the highest paid skilled labor 
that can do the work. The poorest labor is 
that which can be got cheapest. But some 
seem to think that a man can live-on bread 
and water three timesa day. Well, if he con- 
sumed nothing but bread and water, there 
would be nouse of producing anything ox- 
cept pumps and flour mills. Remember, the 
power to consume depends upon what you 
earn, 

Some eay the railroads have built up 
your beautifal city of Atlanta. Notso. The 
railroads are simply the result of the develop- 
ment bronght about by labor... It is labor 
which made the railroads necessary to At- 
lanta, and labor has placed Atlanta in the 
front rank of the cities of the union. The 
next twenty-five years will decidé whethei or 
not this country shall rule the world. Labor 
must decide that question: If you don’t set- 
tle it, sombody else wil] settle it for you. 

We want such.« code of morals as will ac- 
cord to labor a just share of the wealth which 
labor creates. We want an honest day’s pay 
for an honest day’s work. 

If the colored man gets}fifty cents a day and 
the white man gets $1.00, it is justa question 
of time as to whether the black man will be 
lifted to $1.00, and the white man will go 
down to fifty cents. The thing is to lift iim 
up. It will be best for him, for you and for 

J 


the country. 

I am not here to stir up strife, but am here 
to call a spade as - [have known poverty 
-~known what it is to be without food, with- 
out knowing where it was to come from. I 
oh that millionaires do a community no 
good, but the men who work in a community 
spend their money in a community and give it 
its Fagg gs llionaires bankrupt thou- 
sands, build yachts and sail away to foreign 
lands to spend mney. One. thonsand men 
worth $1,000 each do more to build up a 
community than one man worth a million. 

Thirty years only one machine was used 
in the making of shoes. I have lived to see a 
great revoiution. Seventy machines are now 
used in patting a shoe together, and a man is 
about one sixty-fourth of a shoemaker... 

This fault lies not in machinery but in the 
ownership of machinery. Capital owns the 
machinery now,;tut if the worki er. of 
this country shall be true to themselves the 
time will come when labor will own the ma- 
chinery. : 

. The first result of the introduction of ma- 
chinery was the degradation of labor. Veomen 
and children ran machinery cheaper than men, 
and capital, for dollars and cents, employed 
them. Men had to work for the same wages, 
or join the tramps. But honest wages are bet- 
ter than tramping. The fault is ‘not so much. 
with the tramp. Itis with the system which 
aban gee wn ae should be to 
up systom.
